Dr. Clam Declares She Is Germany of 


tlie Hunt, From Whom Trouble May 
lie Expected In the Future; Chinese j 
aiust Be Taught Alow lo right.' 


That Japan Is tho Germany ot the 
ar East and that she will eventually 
disturb tho peace of the world unless 
ho la restrained, was the statement of 
Dr. N. Poon Chew, a native of China, 
vho lectured at Counellsvllle's Chau- 
auquu last night. Dr. Chew declared 
hat China hated Japan so much, after 
the violation of her pledges In the 
lusso-Japaiiose war, that 
Chinese 


children are taught to swear eternal 
hatred agalust the Japa. Japan's ob- 
cct, he said, is to rule In China. She 
would lie, he declared, If she knew that 
she wore to be found out the next day. 
She was tho originator of the "scrap of 
>aper" Idea, In connection with treat- 
cs,' which has since been used by 
Germany In explaining her Invasion 
of Belgium. Dr. Chow considers the 
Japanese peril a very real one, not 
only In his own country, taut to the 
wholo world.

"The 


Awakening of China." He pointed out 
that while, neither the Americans or 
tils own people were satlsiled with the 
turn the revolution of six years ago 
had taken In 
the establishment ot 


nothing more than a republic In name, 
still, he said, it takes time to recon- 
struct a government which tor 45 
centuries has been .despotic 
into u 


democracy. And at any rate, he said, 
o republic In name only was better 
than a despotism In fact. 


There are two great probl.cms con- 


fronting China today. Tho first Is ^the 
lack of money; tho second, the lack of 
a lighting spirit. 
• '• • 


China has a debt of $600,000,000, the 


burden placed upon the backs ot the 
new government by tho old. Manc.hu 
dynasty, who succeeded in doing noth- 
ing but accumulating a huge national 
debt and forcing the Chinese to wear 
a queue. Tho love ot peace which In 
natural LO tho Chinese must now.be 
displaced. Dr. Chew declared, and "a 
large standing army, something which 
China has never had, raised. Tho en- 
croachments of tho European nations 
have been so great that only the action 
of the United Stalest during tho time 
when all tho nations were demanding 
harbors on the Chinese coast so as to 
balance tho world power, saved China 
from dismemberment. 
t 
"For -15 centuries of her history." Dr. 


Chew said, "China has been opposed 
to fighting. Wo have fought many 
wars against aggression, but. we have 
never won a single battle. Wo ceded 
our ports to tho European countries, 
who nald they would llgut us 1C we did 
not. So we lost our body and soul, but 
we saved our face. Now the time has 
come wbon China needs less Bryans 
and more Koonoveits. Aud by the way, 
since you are not to send lloosovelt 
to France, can't you send 
him to 


China to teach us how to wave .the 
big stick In the most ortoctlve manner. 
Kenlly, we need some one to rouse'us 
toward a fighting spirit, or wo will 
soon have no country left."
